Of the many practices and remarkable customs to 
which refinement and civilization give birth, there are 
few whose origin cannot be traced in their resemblances 
to the ceremonies and manners of barbarous .ife; so much 
is the boasted superiority of a polite age dependent on the 
ruder passions and instinctive cus oms of their uncultiva- 


ted predecessors. All the important actions and policy of 


life have their great foundation in a savage state. What 
was necessary either for the comfort or convenience of 
life, has not been left for the researches of reason to dis- 
cover; but is obvious to the instinct, and radest beams of 
reason, implanted in the breast of every people. Even the 
pomp, glitter and pride of ceremony, the forms of salute- 
tion, and the etiquette of rank, cre observable among sa- 
vage nations, in what we may term the crude rudiments 
of polite behaviour. Civilization has, to be sure, super- 
added the embellishments of reason and of taste to those 
originally simple and not seldom extravagant customs. 
What was rugged, it has smoothed; what was symmetri- 
cal, it has polished; to the rude it has added drapery, and 
to the elegant, grace. 

In some cases, however, civilization has adopted cus- 
toms which reason never can sanction, because they are 
intrinsically barbarous. Indeed, ifnicely examined into, 
we doubt if half the practices of fashionable life would not 
be found radically barbarous; or siguifirant only in savage 
meaning, of which refinement has wisely stripped them. 
Tie form has been idly retained, after the substance has 
been abolished; while vanity and pride often perpetuate 
customs revolting to the maxiims of prevailing civility. 

The epoch of marriage is deemed by the lover the open- 
ing of paradise. In the celebration of nuptials, pomp, 
revelry and joy are freely indulged in, both by civilized 
and barbarous nations. A veil is studiously drawn over all 
apprehensions, as to the future. The marriage day is the 
day of unmixed rapture; and the ceremonies of joy that 
cause it to ring with peals of merriment and bliss, are 
understood to forbid the intrusion of future misery and 
affliction. It is @ kind of settling day with fate. The lot 
both of man and woman. from that hour is cast. As a 
simple swain once expressed himself, “ 1 am married, 
and | rejoice in it; for vow | know what I have to do.” It 
drew a line of certainty over the prospects of his life. 
From that time, his life was one unvaried care, 

Let the beginning of such a let, therefore. be brighten 
ed at least by the external symbols of hilarity, There is 
Bo condition so destitute, no circomstances of life so nar- 
row, but demonstrations of joy and signs of pleasure will 
brighten the countenances of assembled friends, who 
throng in crowds to join in the celebration of the by me- 
nial rites. But where opulence showers the means of 
luxury, the stores of nature aid the devices of art are 
made to yield their treasures, and attest by their presence 
the reigning joy. The granfeur of magnificence then 
struggles with the glitter of beauty, and the pride of 
pomp. while the gay pageant swells to a scene of revelry, 
and proclaims the dominion of love. Reason is laid asleep. 
Every sense is now ravished with delight, and voluptuous 
joys invade the melting soul. Each sense is filled with

Different nations and ages have varied in the parade 
wud splendour of their marriage eeremonies, almost from 
the extreme of pomp to that of simplicity; according to 
the diversity of fancy, genius and temperament produced 
in the human system, by the variety of climate and edu- 
cation. In general, it may be remarked, that whatever 
mode of the marriage ceremony may have prevailed oyi- 
ginally among our ancestors, there always 9ppears to be a 
want of virtue and of purity, as it is carried to an exces- 
sive degree of refinement, or perverted by the introduc- 
tion of foreign cusioms.
